Washington, September 15— “I call 
up tile treaty of peace with Ger­ 
many.” 
With these words Senator Lodge, 
chairman of the foreign relations 
committee, today formally opened the 
discussion in the senate for the peace 
treaty as reported by the committee. 
For the first time in the senate’s 
history a great treaty was consid­ 
ered in open session before thronged 
galleries, instead of behind closed 
doors. Immediately after Lodge call­ 
ed lip the treaty, the opening gun in 
the defense of the document that will 
be made by the democrats was fired 
by Senator Jones, New Mexico, who 
spoke for the treaty. 
Jones has been 
one of the treaty’s most ardent sup­ 
porters. 
He will he followed tomor­ 
row by Senator Overman, South C ar­ 
olina, who is also in favor of ratifica­ 
tion. 
That 
the changes in the peace 
treaty proposed by the foreign rela­ 
tions committee are vouched in de­ 
ceitful terms that are in opposition 
to the principles of good government, 
was the declaration of Senator Mc- 
('umber. North Dakota, republican, 
who laid a minority report before the 
senate. 
M('Cumber headed bis re­ 
port “views of a minority” and urg­ 
ed that his six reservations stated 
recently he adopted instead of those 
inserted by the foreign relations com­ 
ma tteee. 
He took exception to the 
entire attitude of the republican ma­ 
jority report.
